ARTICLE I 
Name 

This organization shall be called 
the Women Students' Co-operative 
Government Association of Mansfield 
State Teachers College. 



ARTICLE II 

Purpose 

The purpose of the Association is 
to help direct student activities and 
to maintain good order in the college 
community, especially by fostering the 
civic virtues of self-control, courtesy, 
co-operation, responsibility, and obe- 
dience to lawful authority. 

ARTICLE III 
Membership 

All women students are members of 
this Association. 
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ARTICLE IV 

Dues 

Dues shall be 50 cents a year. (Two 
semesters.) 

ARTICLE V 

Departments 
Section 1. The Association shall 
carry on its work through the follow- 
ing' departments: 

1. The Department of Industry. 

2. The Department of Public Ser- 
vice. 

3. The Social Department. 
Section 2. The members of the 

Student Council Bitting together shall 
constitute the legislative body of this 
association. 

ARTICLE VI 

General Officers 

Section 1. Each year there shall 
be elected by this Association the fol- 
lowing officers: 

1. A President. 

2. A Vice President. 

3. A Recorder. 

4. A Treasurer. 

5. A Secretary of the Department 
of Industry. 

6. A Secretary of the Department 
of Public Service. 

7. A Secretary of the Social De- 
partment. 
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8. A delegate-at-large to represent 
the dormitory students and who will 
also be a chairman of Big Sisters. 

9. A number of delegates-at-large 
to represent the downtown students. 

Section 2. The Dean of Women 
shall be a member ex-officio of all 
departments. 

ARTICLE VII 
Duties of General Officers 

Section 1. The President shall (1) 
preside over all meetings of the 
Women Students' Co-operative Gov- 
ernment Association; (2) preside over 
meetings of the Governing Council 
(3) act as a member of the Advisory 
Council of the college. 

Section 2. The Vice President shall 
act in the absence of the President and 
assist the President at all times, and 
shall act as Chairman of Dining Room 
Hostesses. 

Section 3. The Recorder shall keep 
the minutes of meetings of the Asso- 
ciation of the Governing Council, 
answer the correspondence of the 
Association and keep its records. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall re- 
ceive all funds of the Association and 
pay bills against it as directed by the 
Council. 

Section 5. The Secretary of Indus- 
try shall be the executive head of all 
student activities concerning punctual- 
ity, attendance, study and scholarship. 

Section 6. The Secretary of Pub- 
lic Service shall be the executive 
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•of all student activities which pertain 
to the convenience of community liv- 
ing, including orderliness in and about 
the buildings, safety, lights and care 
of mail. 

Section 7. The Secretary of the So- 
cial Department shall be the executive 
head of extra curricular activities 
co-operating with the religious, liter- 
ary, musical and athletic organizations 
of the college. She shall also be con- 
cerned with the maintenance and im- 
provement of ideals of order, self- 
control, voice and courtesy. 

Section 8. The downtown delegates- 
at-lar?re shall represent the downtown 
students and shall be the assistants 
of th° three departments. 

Section 9. The dormitory delegate- 
at-large shall hold meetings with Big 
Sisters during the college year to fost- 
er an intelligent interest in freshmen 
on the part of upper-classmen, as well 
as to assign big sisters to freshmen. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Floor Officers 

Section 1. At intervals during each 
semester there shall be elected from 
ea"h floor, voting separately, a com- 
mittee to serve in each of the three 
departments; namely, the Department 
of Public Service, the Department of 
Industry, the Social Department. 

Section 2. Committees to serve in 
the Social Department shall be elected 
for the academic year. 
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Section 3. For voting purposes the 
students of the Home Economics Cot- 
tage and of the first floor of North 
Hall shall be considered members of 
the second floor. 

Section 4. Students living at the 
Home Economics Cottage shall select 
a chairman to represent all of the 
three departments. 

ARTICLE IX 
Duties of Floor Officers 

Section 1. The committees shall co- 
operate with the heads of their several 
departments in carrying out the work 
and maintaining the ideals of the de- 
partments. 

Section 2. It shall be the right and 
duty of a committee member to see 
that the regulations of her department 
are observed by all students whether 
they are members of her floor or not; 
such as halls, stair-ways, campus, din- 
ing-room, students' rooms and off 
campus, as in restaurants. 

Section 3. The members of each 
department shall meet at least once a 
month. 

ARTICLE X 
Governing Council 

Section 1. The Governing Council 
shall consist of the President, the 
Vice President, the Recorder, the 
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Treasurer, the Secretary of Industry, 
the Secretary of Public Service, the 
Secretary of the Social Department, 
the Delegates-at-Large and the Dean 
of Women. 

Section 2. The Governing Council 
shall have full power to see that the 
rules and regulations of the Associa- 
tion are kept. 

Section 3. Complaints against any 
student thought to be guilty of violat- 
ing any law of the college may be 
made to the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment in which the offense has oc- 
curred. 

Section. 4. The department in which 
any offense is said to have occurred 
shall, when necessary, state the case 
to the Governing Council after which 
the accused student shall have the 
right to speak in her own defense. 
The action of the Governing Council 
may extend to recommendation of the 
ptudpnt to the Dean of Women and 
the President of the College for sus- 
pension or expulsion. 

Section 5. Written records of all 
offenses reported to the Governing 
Council shall be kept in the files of 
the Association. 

Section 6. The Governing Council 
may appoint any additional officers 
found necessary for the enforcement 
of law and preservation of order. 
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ARTICLE XI 
Advisory Council 

Section 1. The Advisory Council 
shall consist of the President of the 
Women Students' Co-operative Gov- 
ernment Association, the President of 
the Men's Student Government Asso- 
ciation, the Dean of Women, the Dean 
of Men, the President of the College, 
or in his absence, the Dean of In- 
struction of the College. 

Section 2. The Advisory Council 
shall have the power to bring to the 
attention of the Governing Council 
any matter pertaining to student wel- 
fare which needs consideration and 
shall act in an advisory capacity to 
the Governing Council. 

ARTICLE XII 
Rights and Duties of Members 

Section 1. It shall be the right of 
every member of the Association to 
make suggestions to any officer for 
the improvement of the laws of the 
Association and for anything concern- 
ing the general welfare of the col- 
lege. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of 
every member (I) to uphold the repu- 
tation of Mansfield State Teachers 
College through the exercise of co- 
operation, self-control, courtesy and 
obedience; (2) to respect the author- 
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ity of all officers; (3) and to attend 
the meetings of the Association. 
Failure to do so shall be considered 
an offense. 

ARTICLE XIII 
Qualifications for Office 

Section 1. All candidates for mem- 
bership in the Governing Council shall 
be: (1) Students in good standing, 
with honorable records for regularity 
and punctuality in classes, for conduct 
and for scholarship; (2) Students who 
have evinced qualities of leadership 
and who stand for the best things in 
American citizenship and in our col- 
lege life; (3) The President shall be 
an upperclassman. 

Section 2. A candidate's name may 
be legally placed for nomination for 
membership in the Governing Council 
after (1) it has been presented to the 
Council or Dean of Women accom- 
panied by th™ signatures of ten stu- 
dents, and (2) the College President, 
the Dean of Instruction arJd th^ Dean 
of Men have satisfactorily passed upon 
the candidate's record. 

Section 3. There shall be twice as 
many upperclassmen as there ars 
freshmen representatives on the com- 
mittee for each department. 

ARTICLE XIV 

Amendments 

Amendments to this Constitution 
mav be made at any time by the As- 
sociation. 
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THE WORK OF THE DEPART- 
MENTS 



The pages which immediately fol- 
low aim to give an idea of how the 
three departments carry on their work 
and to acquaint you with their regula- 
tions concerning activities directly un- 
der their control. 

I. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
SERVICE 

This department aims to make our 
living together more pleasant and safe 
and to preserve the college property 
intrusted to our care. 

Lights 

1. All lights must be out at 10 p. 
m. Every girl shall be in her own 
room by five minutes of 10 p. m. In 
case there is something to interfere 
with the usual retiring hour — such as 
entertainments, recitals, concerts — 
twenty minutes are allowed for lights 
after arriving inside the dormitory or 
at the rooming place in town. 

Mail 

1. Each dormitory girl is assigned 
a lock box in the post-office on sec- 
ond floor and her mail is placed there- 
in. 

2. Mail is distributed daily after 
chapel and at 12:30 p. m., and Satur- 
day evening at 9:30. 
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Care of Rooms 

1.- All rooms should be arranged 
and decorated in good taste and care- 
fully cared for. 

2. Curling irons are to be used 
only in the room provided for that 
purpose. 

3. Tacks, nails or pins must not be 
used in the walls. All pictures or 
banners must be hung from the 
moulding. 

4. Girls may clean their rooms on 
Tuesdays and Fridays from 7:00 a. m. 
till 6:00 p. m. 

5. Rugs may be shaken from the 
third arcade and from the south fire 
escapes. 

6. Every room is inspected and 
rated once a week by the matron. 

7. Students are not permitted to 
use erectric attachments for lamps or 
cooking apparatus. Sufficient light- 
ing facilities are provided. 

Laundry 

1. Hours for the use of laundry 
room are posted in laundry room. 

2. Laundry bag room is open im- 
mediately after lunch on Saturdays 
and immediately after breakfast Mon- 
day mornings. 
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3. Bags for outgoing laundry 
should be placed near freight elevator 
on second floor not later than 7:00 a. 
m. Monday mornings. 

4. No laundry work of any kind is 
allowed in bath rooms. 

5. A sewing machine is provided in 
the laundry for the use of all women 
students. 

The Hospital 

The hospital is maintained for the 
use of dormitory students. Services 
are given free of charge to those who 
are ill. Students may go to the dis- 
pensary any time for medicine and a 
student may remain in the hospital 
one week without charge. 

Day students may also get medicine 
at a small cost. 

A resident physician and nurse are 
in attendance. 

The doctor's hours are: 

8:00-10:00 A. M. 7:00-7:30 P. M. 

The nurse is on duty at all times. 
Illness of a student must be reported 
at once to the hospital by filling out 
a "sickness report." Trays for those 
who are ill may be had on applica- 
tion, providing the illness is reported 
before 11 a. m. or 5:30 p. m. 
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Students are also requested bo re- 
port illness at once to the Dean of 
Women. 

Fire Drills 

1. Alarm — One long continuous 
ring. 

(a) In case of fire ring the alarm 
on any floor. 

2. Fire Captains — The girls in the 
farthest corner rooms on each floor 
shall act as fire captains going toward 
each exit and seeing that each room 
is empty. 

3. Drill— Leave building by nearest 
exit. All outside doors have fire bolts 
that allow opening from the inside at 
any time. 

In student rooms: 

(1) Turn on light. 

(2) Put on shoes and warm clothes. 

(3) Leave door wide open. 

(4) Close windows. 

(5) Avoid pushing and jostling 

others. 

(6) Maintain absolute quiet.

II. THE DEPARTMENT OF 
INDUSTRY 

This department aims to assist the 
college in maintaining a high stan- 
dard of scholarship by regulating 
study hours and providing periods for 
rest and quiet. We believe that the 
well-poised efficient woman has a 
definite time for work, that she has 
adequate rest, and that she takes time 
for reflection. 

Weekly Calendar of Evening Hours 

Monday— Social Evenings, 6:30-7:20. 

Tuesday— House Meeting 6:30 (Stu- 
dents are required to attend.) 

Wednesday — Social Evening 6:30- 
7:20. 

Thursday— Y. W. and Y. M. Devo- 
tionals 6:30-7:20. 

Friday — Social Evening after Quiet 
Hour. 

Saturday — Social NigM. 

Sunday— Social Hours, 3:00-5:30; Ves- 
pers at 6:15: (Students are ex- 
pected to attend.) 

Regulations 

1. Boisterous laughter, loud talk- 
ing, whistling, yelling, running, jump- 
ing or excessive noise of any kind is 
not permitted in the dormitories at 
any time. 

2. On study hour nights, which are 
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the first four nights in the week, the 
halls and rooms should be kept quiet 
from 7:30 to 9:30. 

3. Friday evening study hour will 
be arranged according to the evening 
programs. 

4. Girls desiring to work in the li- 
brary evenings should pass directly 
and quietly and should not loiter on 
the arcade to talk. 

5. Noiseless bedroom slippers must 
be worn during study hour. 

6. On Sundays quiet hour shall be 
observed from 2:00 to 3:00 p. m., and 
from 8:30 to 9:30 p. m. 

7. No music is permitted before 
3:00 o'clock on Sunday or on week 
days during crass periods or study pe- 
riods, except for scheduled periods. 

8. All rules and regulations apply 
to guests when the college is in active 
session. All guests who spend the 
night in North Hall must be register- 
ed in the office of the Dean of Women 
and should be presented to her. 

9. The committees of this depart- 
ment shall see that their floors are 
keep quiet, and when necessary re- 
mind the girls of their responsibility. 
They shall see that these regulations. 
are carried out. 
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Library 

The library is housed in South Hall; 
the door to the main reading and ref- 
erence room is the first to the left of 
the Arcade entrance. 

Library privileges are free to all 
students upon compliance with a few 
very simple regulations. Books, pe- 
riodical's, pamphlets and pictures are 
loaned from the library for reading 
and reference use. The library read- 
ing room is a place for quiet reading 
and individual study. Conversation, 
whether of a social nature or that con- 
cerned with work, cannot be permitted. 
The library staff will gladly help stu- 
dents to become familiar with the re- 
sources of the library. 

The library hours are: 

Monday — Thursday A. M., 7:45- 
12:00; P. M., 1:00-5:00; 7:30-9:00. 

Friday A. M., 7:45-12;00; P. M., 
1:00-5:00. 

Saturday A. M., 7:45-12:00. 
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III. THE SOCIAL DEPARTMENT 

The Social Department is concerned 
in developing correct social habits and 
the ability to co-operate toward the 
common good, also in helping to pro- 
mote a wholesome social atmosphere 
in our college. It carries on its work 
through talks with students, through 
"drives" and through helping in pro- 
viding opportunities for social good 
time. 

Social proctors are appointed each 
year to carry out the functions of this 
department. Their work consists chief- 
ly in arranging a social calendar in 
advance for each month. They are 
also responsible for observance of so- 
cial regulations of the college, for wel- 
coming visitors, for visiting down- 
town students and interesting these 
in campus activities, and also for 
securing chaperones for the dances. 
They are also responsible for 
planning entertainments for their 
hall meetings.

The Dining Room 

We wish our dining room to be a 
place of social and cultural refine- 
ment. To realize this, certain cus- 
toms have been agreed upon by the 
students : 

1. Be prompt! 

2. Be seated when the signal is 
given by the hostess of the dining 
room. 

3. Remain quiet during silent 
grace and announcements. 

4. There is an appointed host and 
hostess at each table who will serve 
you. 

5. Food is never to be taken from 
the dining room. 
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6. Students are required to keep 
their assigned places at all times. 

Errand Leave Down Town 

1. Permission to dine down-town, 
spend the week-end with a down-town 
friend, evening errand permission, etc., 
should be secured from the Dean of 
Women. 

2. When students leave the dormi- 
tory after 6:00 p. m., they should sign 
out in the Register. 

3. Special upperclassmen privi- 
leges are announced at House Meet- 
ings by the Dean of Women early in 
the year. 

Week-end Leave 

1. All the girls who desire to 
spend week-ends at home regularly or 
often should file a permission blank 
signed by their parents, in the office 
of the Dean of Women, at the begin- 
ning of the college year. 

2. Similar blanks should be mailed 
to the Dean of Women for other out- 
of-town trips each time, which are 
subject to her approval. It is con- 
sidered courteous to see the Dean of 
Women prior to leaving. 

3. All girls leaving the dormitory 
for the week-end sign in the register 
at the time of their departure. 

4. Girls return from week-end vis- 
its by 9:45 P. M., and sign in the reg- 
ister the time of their return. 

5. Down-town students sign out 
at their rooming places. 
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Attendance at Church 

1. All students are expected to at- 
tend church at least once a week. 
Girls are urged to affiliate with one 
of the Sunday Schools if possible. 

2. Girls have permission to attend 
church any evening. 

Walking After Dinner 

1. In the summer as soon as the 
conditions of the campus will permit, 
the social hour after dinner may be 
spent on the campus, or walks about 
the campus. 

2. The walks to be so used are the 
walk on the west side of the campus 
which extends in front of the Presi- 
dent's residence and the north walk as 
far as the Training School. The lane 
back of the buiTdings is not to be 
used. 

Hiking 

1. Hiking clubs will be held ac- 
countable for the conduct of all mem- 
bers on hikes, whether in large or in 
small groups. 

2. Hikers are not to "pick up 
rides" or accept invitations to ride. 

3. Girls walking outside the boro 
I'mits must so in groups of not less 
than two. Three is advised as a pre- 
caution in case of accident. 

4. Sign out when leaving town. 

Chaperones 

1. All social functions of the stu- 
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dent body and college organizations, 
or of any group of students must be 
chaperoned. 

2. There should always be at least 
one representative from the faculty 
in the group of chaperones. 

3. A list of the members of any 
party, with date, explanation of des- 
tination, and names of chaperones! 
shoutd be presented to the Dean of 
Women before arrangements are com- 
pleted. Blanks for this purpose may 
be secured at her office. 

4. Students are expected to thank 
chaperones for making the social eve- 
ning possible. 

Social Evening Cards 

1. All students desiring to take 
guests to college dances, parties, or 
functions of any kind should secure 
social cards from the Dean of Women. 

2. Guests leave social cards at the 
door of the Gymnasium or Concert 
Hall. 

Use of Reception Room 

This room is open to women stu- 
dents at all times. It is open to men 
students on social evenings and on 
Sunday afternoons from 3:00 to 5:20. 

To avoid conflicts in the use of the 
room, Clubs and Committees should 
schedule their meetings in advance 
with the Dean of Women. 
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Other Social Customs 

1. Couples may go down town to 
movies on Friday nights. There will 
always be some kind of entertainment 
on the campus on Saturday nights. 

2. Couples have permission to at- 
tend Sunday evening Church Services. 

3. Couples should return to the col- 
lege after functions very promptly 
and by the approved route. 

4. Men may not enter girls' houses, 
in town or North Hall after social 
hours. 



For Students Rooming in Town 

1. Girls may not room where there 
are men lodgers. 

2. Contract for room is made by 
the year. Changes of residence are 
made only by arrangement with the 
College President and the Dean of 
Women. 

3. Students and householders are 
responsible ultimately to the college 
for the observance of all college rales 
and regulations. 

4. Students must obtain permis- 
sion from the Dean of Women to 
spend a night in the Dormitory. 

5. Illness of the student is to be 
reported promptly to the Dean of 
Women. 
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6. Men may be entertained with 
the permission of the house-mother 
in the living room of the house Sun- 
day afternoons from 3:00 to 5:20. 

7. Home Permission: Home per- 
mission slips are to be filed with the 
Dean of Women and a duplicate pre- 
sented to the house-mother. 

8. Sign Out Slips: Girls in town 
fill in a sign out s?ip when they leave 
the house after 6:00 p. m. This is 
for the protection of the student and 
in order that she may be reached im- 
mediately in case of need. Sign-out 
slips are filed in the office of the Dean 
of Women on the first of each month. 

Additional Customs for all Women 



Students 

1. Smoking is an expulsion of- 
fense as is attendance at any public 
dance. 

2. Students attending the college 
are forbidden to have automobiles in 
MansfieM. (Urider unusual circum- 
stances permits are issued by the Col- 
lege President for a short time or for 
the year.) 

3. Girls desiring to go automobiling 
should have chaperonage approved by 
the Dean of Women. They must also 
present written permissions from 
their parents or guardians. 
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4. Card playing is permitted only 
in the Y. W. Rooms during social 
hours. Sufficient cards are supplied 
only in the college. Students are re- 
quested not to bring any carlds from 
home. 

5. Students are under college regu- 
lations upon returning to Mansfield. 

6. Students sleeping out of their 
rooms, which may be only on Friday 
and Saturday nights, must sign with 
the Council member on their floor. 

Student Participation in Extra- 
curricular Activities 

1. Membership: 

(a) Minimum Requirement — Active 
membership in one organization ex- 
clusive of Y. W. C. A. 

(b) Maximum Allowance — Active 
membership in two organizations ex- 
clusive of the Y. W. C. A. and class 
organizations. Band and orchestra 
are considered extra curricular activ- 
ities for students who are not mem- 
bers of the Music Supervisors' course. 

2. Office Holding: 

(a) Maximum — One major and one 
minor office at the same time or two 
minor offices. 

(b) Major Offices: 

President of any club or class 
organization or Student Coun- 
cil. 
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Secretary of any organization. 
Treasurer or Business Manager 

of any organization. 
Editor-in-Chief of Flashlight. 
Editor-in-chief of Carontawan. 

Minor Offices:

It accomplishes 
at least three things: provides music 
for special occasions, familiarizes its 
members with beautiful part songs, 
teaches the right use of the voice.
